a. Reference paragraph 2 (CHAL 0079) I h ^ s be f n 
required to submit a choice of station and assignment statement. 
Action to release him from the Project is being pursued. MPD 
forwarded the necessary reassignment papers to the Pentagon on 
22 April 1958. 

b. Reference paragraph 3, a pilot hot seat familiarization 
curriculum has been composed. Field distribution will be made on 
or about 20 May 1958. The unit assigned physiologists will be 
respon sible for implementing the training program. In the case of 

HH9 the Flight Surgeon will absorb this responsibility. Regarding 
th^Lnertia reel, the present system is acceptable to the U. S. Navy. 
However, this fact does not detract from the desirability of having 
an inertia reel incorporated in project seats. LAC is familiar with 
our interests on this matter. Whether we do or do not get the reel, 
the seat modification program will not incur delays.
